In the revolutions of States, it is the care 
of a wiſe Politician to trace the cauſes and the 
progreſs of thoſe changes; and guided by the. 
light of experience, to conduct his fellow-citi- | 
zens into the path, that leads to ſecurity and 

happineſs. In all great events, which attract 

the examination, or excite the alarm, of man- 


kind, it is the duty of a Preacher of the Goſpel

| to make his hearers ſenſible of the Great cauſe, 
which produces thoſe important effects, of the 
Almighty Power, who directs them to the moſt 
gracious purpoſes to teach them to admire 
the wiſdom, and adore the goodneſs, of their Cre- 
ator ;—to call their attention to that tremen- 
dous voice, which calls them to repentance ; 
and to be therefore ready, by the ſincerity of 
their faith, and the fervor of their piety, to prove 
their ſenſe of his univerſal agency, and vindicate 
the ways of his Providence. 


God has never left himſelf without witneſs : 
the page of hiſtory is ſtamped with the cleareſt 
characters of his terror and of his mercy. Clouds 
and darkneſs are round about him ; but righteouſueſs 
and judgment are the habitation of his ſeat. His 
way is in the ſea, and his path in the great waters; 
Het though his footſteps are not known, from the 
Prophets, whom he inſpired, we may always 
hear a voice, that tefifies of him. Look at the 
examples of Nineveh and of Babylon, of Africa 
and of Judea: conſider the difſolution of the pow- 
erful nations, recorded in the facred writings, 

and

and acknowledge the anticipation of the moſt 
ſtriking events by the mouth of his holy Prophets. 
Miracles may be repreſented as lofing ſome of 
their weight, and be oppoſed with more plauſi- 
bility, by infidels, as they recede from the pe- 
riod, which gave them birth ; but prophecies, 
in their accompliſhment, derive greater autho- 
rity from time. What weakens other teſti- 
monies, adds ſtrength and ſtability to their truth. 
Hiſtory 1s indeed but a record of the comple- 
tion of Prophecy.* A candid Hiſtorian can 
never be an Infidel. The ſtudy of the anatomy 
of man forced an ancient ' Philoſopher to ac- 
knowledge a God; the ſtudy of the hiſtory of 
the world muſt make the pride of modern ſcep- 
ticiſm bow at the foot of the croſs of Chriſt.

Jo a reflecting mind the preſent awful events, 
which involve the four quarters of the globe in 
their conſequences, afford a ſubject of deep 
meditation. A partial obſerver will be ſtruck 
with deſpair at thoſe diſaſtrous revolutions, 
which have plunged Europe into blood, and 
defaced the order of the moral world. He only 
ſees the deſolating tempeſt, which blaſts the 
faireſt works of nature : he diſcerns not the 
Providence, that directs the ſtorm. - | 


In a different light we are to view the pre- 


ſent changes, which aſtoniſh mankind. The 


hand of God is filling up, by inſtruments of 
the moſt fearful execution, the great outline, 
which he had traced before "ON his Prophets 
and his Apoſtles.

they that hear the words of this firofiecy, determined to make 
the experiment.

If, with all 
Proteſtant Commentators, we underſtand the 
Roman Pontiff to ,be repreſented under the 
figurative emblems of Daniel,* and the Author 
of the Revelations,f and by the till clearer 
deſcription of St. Paul,} we muſt be ſtruck 
with the completion of the prophecy. Daniel 
and St. John | mention the period of 1260 years 
from the eſtabliſhment to the extinction, of that

government. In the year 538, the empire of 
the Goths was aboliſhed in Rome, and from 
that time the Pontifical power advanced with 
rapid ſtrides, until it became, by its influence 
and its authority, the moſt extenſive dominion in 
Europe. If this epoch be admitted, the period 
mentioned by the Prophets fixes the deſtruction 
of the Pontifical authority to the preſent year, 
in which the Pope has been forced to fly from 
Rome by the arms of France.“

* [n venturing to propoſe this calculation, I cannot but feel 
that I am entering on a ſubject of difficulty and of delicacy. 
I ſhould add reſumption, were I not conſcious that my in- 
tentions are, as far as my weak, but earneft endeavours will 
permit, to aſſert the honor, and to maintain the inſallibility, 

of that Great Power, who inſpired the Holy Prophets, and 

who vill eflabliſh his word. I leave the reader to form his 

own opinion after a candid peruſal of the Prophetical writ- 

ings. I am far from obtruding my own interpretation on the 

mind of others; but I muſt declare my firm belief that all 
the Prophecies will be accompliſhed Heaven and Earth ſhall 
faſs away, but the words of God ſhall not fraſs away.

dignity, which he purchaſed with 200 pounds of gold: an 
unequivocal proof of the character of a man of Vn. 


During the Pontificate of Vigilius, the pretenſions of the 
ſucceſſors of St. Peter to a general ſuperiority began to be 
openly aſſerted, and ſhortly after their ſupremacy was pub 
licly acknowledged. It was at this time that the Pope aſ- 
ſumed the title of Vicegerent of Jeſus Chriſt. Now too 
celibacy was more generally enjoined. The uſe of Holy 
Water was firſt publicly recommended by Vigilius in 538. 
At this time copies of the celebrated picture, diſcovered and 
preſerved at Edeſſa, were multiplied in Greece and Italy. 
The worſhip of images now became general, and confirmed 
the Jews in their oppoſition to a ſyſtem, which ſo direaly 
contradicted one of the commandments given by the Al- 


mighty to their anceſtors, 


Beliſarius treated Vigilius with ſubmiſſive veneration in the 
midſt of his triumphs. Even the prodigality of Juſlinian 
was made inſtrumental to the extenſion of Papal influence. 
The moſt magnificent buildings were erected to perpetuate 
the veneration paid to modern ſaints, and to give ſplendor to 
the pompous ceremonies of Paganiſm, now introduced in 
flead of the pure ſimplicity of the worſhip of Chriſt.

Republic, like Alaric, and the other favage

ſition to obtain a powerful army from the Emperor of the 
Eaſi. Totila, king of the Goths, was ſlain, and his [orcs de- 
ſeated and diſperſed. From this period, the increaſe of the 
power of the Popes experienced only temporary checks. Like 
the prodigious comet, which appeared about that time, 
whoſe body glowed in the Faſt, and whoſe tail waved in the 
Welt, their authority began to embrace every part of Eu- 
rope. ; During the conteſts in Italy between the Exarchs of 
Ravenna and the Kings of the Lombards, the Popes fre- 
quently faterpoſed their decifive influence, and derived-a 
conſiderable addition of weight from the diviſions of their 
rivals; and in every change, ariſing from conqueſt or from 
negociation, they made a new acquiſition of ſtrength and 
of territoty. | 


If the reader is deſirous of obtaining more particular and 
corroborating facts, let him conſult Moſheim, and other 
writers of the Eccleſiaſtical Hifiory of the ſixth century ; ; or 
let him peruſe an elegant and ſatisfactory compendium, Dr. 
Gregory's Hiftory of the Chriſtian Church. 


It muſt not be objefied that Vigilius ſuffered a temporary 
exile by the order of Juflinian. The Pontiffs of tlie ent 
century were often depoſed, and ſometimes murdered, by 
the 4 of Ee 2 ny VII.

earth, arbitez and judge i in all eccleſiaſtical and civil 1 aftirs,

conquerors, who were employed as the ſcourge 
of 


and diſpenſer of dignities and kingdoms, was forced to fly 


from Rome, and died in baniſhment, Indeed it was not till 
the beginning of the /xreenth century that the temporal 
power of the Popes was abſolutely confirmed. But it ſoon 
received a ſevere mortification, when Clement VII. who 
placed himſelf at the head of the Holy League againſt 
Charles V. was befieged fix months in the caſtle of St. 
Angelo, and only ſaved his capital from deſtruction by ſub- 


mitting to the humiliating terms of his enemy; and ſoon 


aſter ſaw one of his vaſſal kingdoms torn from his graſp by 
one of the inſtruments in the hand of Providence to effect a 


great and happy revolution in this country, 


Biſhop Newton qualifies his conjeQure that the maturity 
and reign of the Popes cannot be fixed ſobner or later than 
the beginning of the eighth century, by obſerving that we 
muſt ſee the conclufion, before we can preciſely aſcertain the 
beginning, of this period, If we have now witneſſed the fall 
of the Pope's temporal dominion, it cannot be an unprofit- 
able taſk to endeavour to trace its origin. It is a ſatisfactory 
confideration that, in the calculation of ſo long a period, ex 
poſitors do not materially differ. If we confider the diffi- 
culties attending the eſtabliſhment of a regular and minute 
chronology, the nature of the Hebrew language, the various 
ſignifications of its particles, and the extreme conciſenefs of 
its ſtyle, the ofniſfion of connecting words and even of con- 
fieQing ideas by the Oriental writers, the ſublimity of their 

flights, 
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of divine yengeance to puniſh the Romans, may- 
; be 
flights, and the boldneſs of their ſigures, we ſhall be ſtruck . 


with the near reſemblance of the conclufions of our ableſt 


commentators. 


On the expulſion of the Pope from Rome, the attention of

& The 2300 days may be conſidered as a point, from which 
all the leading events in the prophecies of Daniel and John 
may have their periods determined.

2267 ſolar years, we ſhall be brought to A. D. 1714. But 
Bleſſed is he that waiteth and cometh to the 1335, i. e. 75 years 
longer, or to the year 1789, the beginning of the French Re- 
volution, which is become the inſtrument of completing the 
prophecy.
